As each Jar is filled and while It Is 


still hot place a rubber ring cleansed 


boiling soda and water on the Jar. 


Screw down, the boiled top. If a screw- 
:op Jar Is used, bat do not screw It 
tight. If glass-top Jars ara used, put 
on cover and slip wire over It, but do 
not press down side spring. Do not 
delay to putting on tops until the Jar 
and top are cool. 


Do not seal Jars tight at this stage. 


The packed product will expand some- 
what when the Jars are boiled (proc- 
essed), and there must be aa outlet 
for the expanding air.
